Planter Boxes Along Davis Street

There are a total of seven (7) planter boxes along Davis Street, where the soil has been removed leaving a concrete box
opening. Please see attached photo labeled Capture Blank showing planters with trees and photo labeled Capture with blue
circles indicating the locations of the seven (7) planters prior to the soil and plant removal;

In some of the concrete boxes approximately two (2) to three (3), there is a residual black material present (believed to be a
water proofing membrane). Please see the attached photos.

Sampling Pr | For Davi reet Planter Boxes Discu During Today’s Call
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Concrete samples will be collected from each of the four (4) surrounding walls inside of each of the seven (7) planter boxes
following the Standard Operating Procedures (SOP) established in the US EPA Region 1 “Standard Operating Procedure For
Sampling Porous Surfaces For Polychlorinated Biphenyls (PCBs) Dated May 2011;

A total of twenty eight (28) concrete samples will be submitted to the accredited laboratory, however the laboratory will be
instructed to only analyze one of the samples from each planter box for a total of seven (7) samples. Each of the seven (7)
samples analyzed will be from the identical randomly selected wall direction (example seven (7) samples will be analyzed
from each of the planter boxes north facing wall).

if the results of the seven (7) are negative and/or less than 0.24 ppm, then we will have the laboratory proceed to analyzing
one (1) more concrete samples from each of the seven (7) boxes as a confirmatory sample (total of seven (7) confirmation
samples from other walls in the planter boxes). In the event each of the confirmation samples are negative and/or less than
0.24 ppm we can apply for an un-restricted use deed for these planter boxes.

If any of the analytical results of the first seven (7) concrete samples and/or confirmations samples analyzed are found to be
greater than 1 ppm, we will stop analyzing and discuss restricted use permitting.
